Tbe Earlbqaake iu Bengal. 

The carthqr.ike which occurred ia 
Bengal in January is thus described in a 
letter from Silchar : 

About a quarter to 5 o'clock thiB .etre- 
Bing wo bod a terrible shook of . oarth-( 
quake, which had destroyed the whole 
Btation, I'htid just returned from Arcui- 
tipore Garden, whei^e 1 was spending the 
day, and lay down on ray bed to rest. 1 
bad baon there hardly live miuiites whan 
the house commenced to shake, Hiiid. ten 
seconds afterwards the wall w. s down on 
tbe bed Ihai^ been lying on, and the 
boneo was in ruiiis. J very providenti- 
ally escaped, and did what I could to 
stop the panic. The ground rode about 
twenty feet in a long wave, the river 
changed its course, and rushed upward 
for folly half an hour, overturning many 
.boats. The earth opened lu hundreds of 
ftlacBB, and Tolames of blao sand and 
water were thrown up everywhere. The 
river was a fearful sight ; the water was 
thrown fifty feet up ia the air, and the 
vraier-spouts were naffier^"?*, - Oflr 
building was thrown'' down l^vlel with the 
grouod 5.,alfO |;i^e spire of the church and 
teariy alP the' station building.

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It !b really amnsing to observe bow 
for lome men will carry the iteration 
of oertain baoknied phraaeB. Tbey 
■eem to form a kind of tramway of 
tbo few notions tbey poseesa, upon 
which they run every other train cf 
thonght ; it matters not what may be 
the oBteneible opiDion Btarted, there is 
only one track and over it must you 
go. Somo people appear to have beon 
born with the colion that tho English 
government is to blamofor every cen-. 
snrable fault in nature. One cannot 
help feoling at last, that if on erupt- 
ion of Vesuvius takes place, an earth- 
qaake ocours in Peru, cr tbo rainocB 
in Cariboo are short of water, tbo 
Bngllsb governmeut innat have beon in 
some way to t lamo for it. Thus wo 
often hear individuoU, forming a por- 
tion of the very intelligent population 
whiob we boast, attributing to tho 
English government all the ovils that 
wo have fallen beira to in this Colony ; 
when in point of faot the government 
at borne knowa little more of onr n)i8« 
fortnnea or wants than we know of 
the inhabitants oi Pegu. It is not to 
be BUpposfid that the government of a 
great nation like that of Great Britain 
oan occupy itself with a Colony of 
8000 inhabitants ezclaaively, a popula- 
tion equal to that of two or three 
•iroeta in London. We wonder 
whether the individuals referred to 
have not arrived at such a conclasion 
from the contemplation of their own 
transoendant but onappreciatod genius, 
and conecqupnt high importance. Such 
persons, by dint of self-infl-atiou in this 
conntryj havo been compelled to make 
sudden removes to tbo adjoining "truly 
great Eepublio," where, unnoticed and 
in poverty they comfort their little 
souls with neverxending anathemas on 
this Colony and every ono con- 
nected with it ; — the sonr grapes 
now that were once the pendant emx 
bodiment of sweetness. We cannot il- 
Instrate the connection whiob esists be-, 
tween the colonies and the mother conn- 
try better than oomparjsg them to the 
Sopreme and Inferior Oonrts. Every 
inferior ooart baa power to adjudicate 
in all cases coming within its jorisdic- 
tion ; it depends wholly apqn the 
litigants as to whether the ease is car-' 
rled further, and where a qaestion that 
ongbt to be decided in sooh court is 
carried to the higher tribunal it is 
uflually sent back for reconsideration 
or dismissed. Tho matter, tiion, ro>. 
solves itself into a quottion ot capa^ 
bility and integrity in the persons of 
tho Judge and other oCQcers of such 
inferior court created for tbo use of 
the people of any particular district or 
town, and in the absenoo of cither of 
sach attributes, it ia the duty ot the 
people aflfeoted by snob deficiency to 
take the proper steps for having the 
officer or officers superceded that aro not 
equal to the standard required ; thene 
officers when appointed are supposed 
to be endowed with the reqaisite 
talent and self<adaptibility, and if tbe 
people who suffer from the malvadminis- 
tration of the law are so careless as 
not to take the coarse neoessary to 
free Ihocoselves from the cause of tbe 
grievances complained of, tbey are not 
entitled to redres.'. What would be 
thonght ot litigants who Bupposod 
themselves wronged by the adininia- 
tratora of tbe law at Comox if ihoy 
loaded Hia Honor tbo Chief Jualioe 
with all kinds of nnimudveisiona as 
tho readiest way of gaining what they 
held to be their rights ? The proposi' 
tion is eo absard that there ia no 
ground for argument. Our position 
in relation to the Mother Country is 
simply that certain oflicers have boon 
appointed to adcjlnister tho Govern- 
ment of this Colony, and if wo find 
that tbe Colonial Office had made tbo 
appointments under erroneous im- 
pressioDs and has appointed officers 
not luch as a Colony of this kind re 
quires, or at such salaries as were 
•wholly out of proportion to <ho popu- 
lation and revenue of the Colony, who 
is to blame for tbo continued existence 
of such serions evils r Undoubtedly 
tho people themselves, and no power 
on oartb can prevent them from find- 
ing the remedy if tbey really desire 
it. If we choose to remain a colony 
of England, we can do so, and obtain 
tbe desoripiion of officers suitable to 
our means and occupation by making 
representations to that cifoct in the 
proper quarters; or we can attach 
BuriiolveB to any other government 
wbenco wo can obtain more immotllH 
oto relief; bot any attempt to «bp)ter 
the present inonrobentfl from the aon- 
demnation tboir mal-administration 
of tbe government deeervos, is an ol" 
lort to hoodwink tbo people, and 
fthoold meet with the loorn and rcpres 
henslon of every man worthy of tbo 
auune. 



Whilst wo advocate the oncouragemeiit 
of immigration for the purpose of increas- 
ing one great requisite of tbe Colony, 
namely produotion, we fflnst not allow 
tbe means we Havo at hand to remain idle; 
every resource mast be made nsefnl to 
increase tho wealth of the country aad 
stop its being bled to death by the pre- 
sent system of importing foreign produc- 
tions and paying foreigners for those 
things which we can produce ourselves. 
Tbe aborigines of this Colony at least 
possess a vast amonnt of muscular po wer 
which ought to be made usefnl as well 
profitable to thomselveB as tbo country. 
To make it profitable requires its employ- 
ment, and to make tho possessors employ 
it implies that they have either necessi- 
ties rr luxuries to provide for, because it 
is not in the nature of man to work 
witboot having an object in view. Tbe 
aborigines have necessit es and desire 
luxuries ; the necessities are food and 
raiment; the luxuries vurious, according 
to taste and habit, which, although ihey 
may not be in acoordanco with our gonx 
eral ideas, still can be altered and chaugcd. 
Some of tbeir wants tbey can supply by 
their own labor; tho remainder tbey must 
parcba.se; to purchase tbey must have 
the means, to obtain those means they 
must work more or less; the greater their 
wants or desires tho greater the induce- 
ment to labor or become industrious. 
Tbe more iodustrioos tbey become, tbe 
greater will be their prodoctlon., and tbe 
more profitable to themselves and tbo 
Colony. The necessities, luxuries, habits 
desires and tastes of t the aborigines may 
be increased and changed or modified; to 
change or modify their habits is to 
civilize them. We believe that this 
and might be reached by a system of 
instruction which, while it would not 
entail any very great cxponso, would 
be profitable to the Indit^n, a saving 
to tho country, and creditable to hu- 
manity. The system of instruction 
should bo based upon the principle of 
making the aborigines industrious and 
productive citizens. Of course this is 
is not to bo dono in a day_ but by con- 
tinuous and persistent oflbrt, Tbo 
Indians have rccervos of excellent land, 
by the cultivation of which tbey might 
raise suflSoient not only for their own 
Ufo but also a surplus which they 
might dispose of. Wo hove in our 
mind s-eye tho Saanicb reserve, a most 
beautiful plot of land. Let ibo In- 
dians fenco in the whole of their land 
and lot each ono have a portion of it 
marked off for bis own use. To raaku 
them cooperate ond cultivate, requires 
a bead to persuade and also to direct 
or teach them, It appears to us that 
under tbo new School Bill the school- 
master, at least in j ome _of tbe rural 
districts, might be mode 'SCch noaa,- 
teaoher, or superintendent. It should 
be bis duty not only to advise and ons 
courage the Indiann, but also to toucli 
thorn to plow, sow and harrow; to 
show them how to bud, and graft; lo 
teach them how to raiB« various ediblo 
roots and vocotables aid to store them 
away for future use and thus to be 
provident. Ho should "Ot neglect 
tho scholastic education of the young 
of tho Indian as well as of the while 
man. In many of the rural districts 
tho white population and the number 
of children are too small to support a 
aohoolmaster; but let that Bchoolmaater 
be also tho Indian teacher and tho ar.. 
rangemont would bo beneficial to both. 
There are, of course, many details that 
our space will not allow us to onto 
upon— auch as payment by the Indian 
from the proceeds of bis labor f<>r the 
tools loaned ; tbo use of the plows and 
oxou of neighboring settlers ; and tho 
payment thereof by those employing 
tbem, and various other matters. Wo 
believe the Fysicra might be made 
almost Bolt-sopporting in a very few 
years, and be also a aource of profit to 
the country, for it must be reooilooted 
that the Indians are partly tbe con- 
8umerf< of those agricultural produc- 
dona for which wo pay to tho United 
States half a million of dollars annual- 
ly. Whoever prevents this export of 
r.reasuro to buy food is a benefactor to 
bis country, be bo who or what he may. 
We need not say that by eduoaiing 
tho aborigines in this niannor tbey 
would become of groat utility to far- 
mers roquiiing laborers or aBsistanoo, 
and having heads to teach them would 
not only ho having beads to exercise 
more or lees surveillance over their 
actions and doings, but also be the 
moans of preventing crimes — not by 
punishment, but by raising tho m»n 
from ft rude and barbarous condition 
to a position approoohing to our noble 
selves 1 There might easily, too, bo 
introdaced among them a system of 
police for tbeir own use, becaase 
among Indians as among other races 
there are tbe good and l\io bad ; the 
mild and the passionate ; lha industri- 
ous and the indolent ; tho bohest and 
the . thieving ; the driink Mid the 
sober; — but tbe police sboaid be 
Hubjeot to the teacher. Lot Vhem 
bo encouraged in ovory way to 
till tho ground ■, tho moro tb«ir 
tastes approach Ihoso ot tho ortho- 
dox whito man tho nearer they 
will apprcaob to uivilizsd beings 
It is all oonsenBO to look ution tbe In^ 
dian as an evil. If we look at tho list 
of exports of 1808 wo find the furs and 
crfinborries oxponcd umounteJ to 5213,. 
000, besides tho eliai'O the Indians bad 
in other exports. \Vo know that they 
mine u,)d produno gold and assist our 
induHiriea ip vpripija waya. They earn 
money; tbey spend it j tbey PPBour- 
ago the various intoroBta of the Colony. 
The more they can bo ipdijioed to pro- 
duce tiw ,b.Q|tpf.,%f If; ao** 



an industrial fiystem of education is 
introduced among tbom tho sooner 
they will be civilized and become pro- 
ductive and usefnl oitizene, able to sup* 
port tbeir teachers and the country 
and take a part in its concerns.

Save thb Dead Leaves. — If every horti- 

cnltorist and farmer would think for a mo- 
ment on tho nature of fallen leaves — which 
contain not oaly the vuRoiablo matter, but 
the eurlhly Balls, limo, potisli, etc, needed 
for tho next season's growth ol fertiliiy, and 
that, too, exactly in tho proportion required 
by the tree or plmt from wbich tboy fall ; 
nay, more, if they wonld consider that it is 
oxaiMly in this way, tiy the decomposition 
o( these very fallen loavcH, thai nature 
enriches the soil, year .ifior year in her 
great loieslfl, it would hardly be possible fur 
such a refluciing horiiouitatist or larraer to 
allow these leaves to be swept away by 
ever; wind, and finally lost altogether. Nor 
Would be give tbem oway, aa masy now do. 
Ho would rather oolleci, from week to week, 
the leaves that fall under each tree, and by 
digging tbem under the soil about the roots, 
where they will decay, provide in tho 
cheapest manner the bei>t possible food for 
that tree. It ibis plan should be tried wo 
should not see old orchards dying for want 
of nourishment; bnt they wonld, in this 
simple mannrr, receive all the enriching they 
required. I'ear trees, and douhtlo.«99 tho 
peach, would bo greatly benefitU'd by this 
procedure. In cartain vinoyarc's in France 
and Italy, tho vines are kepi in tbe highest 
condition by cimply burying at their roots 
every leaf and branch that pruned of}, or 
falls from tbe vines at the cl'-s.-d of the 
season.
